This action is in response to the arguments filed 12/19/05 and 1/20/06. The finality of the 
prior action has been withdrawn and is replaced by the following action. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: a typographical error in 
line 19 "an client" should read -a client--. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3,5,7-13,15,17-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Wong (US 6,343,275) as applied int eh prior office action. See prior office action for 
specific citation and reasoning. 

As to the amendments to the claims, this language is clearly non-functional descriptive 



matter. 



Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 3/8/2005 and 12/19/05 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Where applicant acts as his or her own lexicographer to specifically define a term of a 
claim contrary to its ordinary meaning, the written description must clearly redefine the claim 
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term and set forth the uncommon definition so as to put one reasonably skilled in the art on 
notice that the applicant intended to so redefine that claim term. Process Control Corp. v. 
HydReclaim Corp., 190 F.3d 1350, 1357, 52 USPQ2d 1029, 1033 (Fed. Cir. 1999). 

Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1.1 1 1(b) because they amount to a 
general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically pointing out 
how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the references. 

Applicant's arguments do not comply with 37 CFR 1.1 1 1(c) because they do not clearly 
point out the patentable novelty which he or she thinks the claims present in view of the state of 
the art disclosed by the references cited or the objections made. Further, they do not show how 
the amendments avoid such references or objections.
